 Current forecasts – watches, warnings or advisories – consider signing up 

for NWS alerts or weather alerts from your local news or weather station.

 Know your hurricane evacuation zone.

 Know the types of disasters common for areas you live, work and travel.

 Utility company contacts to report outages or damages – Power, gas, 

water, sewer, etc.

 Shelters – location, receiving status, pets welcome?

 Does your locality have an alert system you can sign up for to receive area 

specific alerts?
